HISC Public Outreach Funding

Have $200k of new State funding. We need to identify match (new, in-kind or cash, non-
state, 1:1). May need grantwriting assistance if we are unable to find match.

DOH federal funds for printing/outreach?

New total of $400k (with match). We had identified a specialist and two staff to conduct
outreach, the rest for implementing this program. Do we need to adjust?
Recommendations:

o Suggest we keep the staff, less support for television outreach.

0 -Subgroup formed to do PDs for new outreach staff.

o -Will also have the WRA liaison to work with the industry to promote the WRA.

Funding begins July 1, 2004. Funding will go through PCSU. New staff begin as early
as August.

DOH WNYV Outreach Update
e Have WNYV brochure available in print and on the web. Will also do an insert for
dead bird pick-up.

e Laura has been placing articles.

e We’re working on a poster for home-improvement areas encouraging people to
reduce mosquito habitat and contact with humans.

e There is an outreach opportunity at the Zoo—a lot of mosquitoes and susceptible
species.

e Will also do a display at the PetExpo this weekend.

Existing messages. Notes from BIAN:
e Don’t pack a pest need to address movement of pests from yard to yard



Don’t plant a pest: need to make sure big box retailers and garden centers about
what is invasive. May need to advertise “bad management practitioners”. Need
WRA scores/education to go out to the public.

Senior and community groups, ag classes in high school and college need
outreach, “dog and pony shows”
